Irish eonstabulary and the appoint- 
ment of the judiciary in Ireland. 
Gladstone says he will not apply 
a single epithet to Parnell, not being 
his judge. He believes, however, he 
should by his course in the matter ofa 
special commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the charges made against 
Parnell, and the throwing out of the 
Pigott letters, he had no indisposition 
to do Parnell justice. 

Gladstone then comes to the recital 
of the proposal alleged by Parnell in 
his manifesto to have been made to 
him during bis visit to Gladstone at 
Hawarden, last November, in regard 
to home rule in the event of the Lib- 
eral party winning at the next general 
election.

EUROPE’S LABOR LAWS. 


— — — 


* 
What Some Nations Have Deut to Pro | 


tect the Working Clos*e.. 

A great trades-union congress, com- 
posed of delegates. from all the labor 
organizations in Great Britain, met at 
Liverpool on the Ist of September. It 
was composed of five hundred deiczates, 
including ten women, and represented 
most of the large trades of the Kingdom. 

The principal act of the congress was 
to pass a resolution in favor cf reduc- 
ing the time of laboring to eight hours 
a day and of making eight hoursa day's 
labor by act of Parliament. This was 
not passed, however, without a good 
deal of strenuous opposition on the part 
of some of the older delegates. 

The meeting of this congress and the 
great strikes which are frequently tak 
ing place in almost every civilized 
country and region render the subjeci 
of what laws have been passed by the 
several nations regulating labor es- 
pecially interesting at this time, says 
the Youth's Companion. 

Thus far no European nation has 
passed a law limiting the time of the 
labor of adult male working men. Such 
measures as have been passed relate for 
the most part to the protection and lim- 
itation of the labor of women and chil- 
dren, and the greater part of these 
measures have become law within the 
past fiftecn years. 

For instance, by s statate passed by 
the British Parliament in 1878. women, 
and children betwee fourtecn and 
eighteen years of age, bo are engaged 
in the textile faetories ere allowed to 
work only ten hours 4 day. Children 


under fourteen years can work only six 


hoursaday. In other isdustries the re- 
spective periods of labor are increased 
over the gutes stated by half an hour. 

Morcover, no child under ten years of 
are 15 per sitted to work in an English 
factory at all, and all night work is for- 
bidden to women, young girls an: chil- 
dren. ; 

In Francethe limit of age is a little 
narrower, for in that country no child 
less than twelve years old is «llowed to 
Work 14 tore, or other hard man- 
ual em los seat, excepting that they 
maydoso in textile, glass and paper 
facto: ic:

In viewing the steps taken by the 
young German Emperor to improve the 
condition of his laboring subjects. the 
present state of the German labor laws 
becomes interesting. . Already legisla- 
tion has done much, at least in the di- 
rection of protecting working-women 
and children. 


German children under twelve years | 


of are are forbidden to take work in 
factories and mines, and thos: 
twelve and fourteen are legally restrict- 
ei tosix hours cay. Those between 
PoUrtceh anu Ian Your. may 
work ten hours a day in most of the in- 
dustries, and at spinning cleven hours. 
Children are not allowed to work be- 
tween half-past eight o'clock at night 
and half-past five in the morning, nor on 
Sundays, except in cases of urgent ne- 
cessity, to be determined by the Bundes- 
rath, or upper house of Parliament. 

It is noteworthy, however, that the 
German labor laws have as yet done 
little to protect working-women of ma- 
ture age. The principal law on this sub- 
ject provides that the Bundesrath shall 
have power to prohibit female labor in 
certain industries, or to restrict it by 
regulations, and the same body may, if 
it sees fit, prohibit night work to any 
special class. 

Even despotic Russia has issued de- 
erees which regulate the hours of work 
of women und children according to the 
exigencies of particular industries.

Children under twelve years, with a few | 


specified exceptions, are not allowed to 
work in Russian factories; those between 
twelve and fifteen years are restricted 
to eight bours daily, and may not work 
more than four hours continuously. 
Children under seventeen years and 
women are not allowed to work in Rus- 
sia in spinning or textile industries at 
night, and the Russian law requires em- 
ployers to pay attention to the education 
of their working people. 

Similar regulations and restrictions to 
those which have already been de- 


scribed exist in Belgium, Spain, Aus- | 
tria, Hungary, Holland, Italy, Norway | 


and Sweden, and Denmark. It will be 
seen that there is little or no legisla- 


tion which restricts or imposes condi- | 


tions upon the labor of full-grown men, 
but in many countries there are vigor- 
ous agitations to extend the limitations 
of law to working-men also. 


A Marriage of the Dead. 

A Chinese girl, recently deceased, was 
married toa dead boy in another village. 
It not infrequently happens that the 
son in the family dies before he is mar- 
ried, and that it is desirable to adopt a 
grandson. The family cast about for 
some young girl who also died recently, 
and a proposition is made for the union 
of the two corpses in the bonds of matri- 
mony. Ifit is accepted there isa com- 
bination of a wedding and a funeral, in 


the process of which the deceased bride 


is taken by a large number of bearers to 


the cemetery of the other family and 


laid desde ber husband. In this case 
the real motive for the ceremony was 


the desire to have a showy funeral at | 


the expense of another family.

bona fide home, which is the princi- 
pul and only home—without any in- 
tention to move. 

Lexicographers, jurists and states- 
men concur in the definition I have 
given, without a dissenting opinion. 
Webster defines an inhabitant to be 
„one who dwells or permanently re- 
sides in a face. Worcester defines 
an inhabitant to be one who inhabits 
or has an actual fixed residence in a 
place.“ 

An ‘inhabitant’ is a person coming 
into a place with an intention to estab- 
lish his domicile or permanently re- 
side, and who in consequence actually 
resides there.’’—The United States 
vs. the Penelope; 2 Peters, U. S., 438- 
450. 

The terms resident“ and ‘‘inhab- 
itant’’ are not synonomous; the latter 
implies a more fixed and permanent 
abode than the former, and frequently 
imparts many privileges and duties to 
which a mere resident could not lay 
claim or be subject.’’—Tazewell Co. 
vs. Davenport, 40 KR. III. 179. 

„Legal domicile and inhabitancy 
mean the same thing.“ —43 Me. R 
106; 59 Mo. R. 288. 

To ͤ constitute a domicile (or inhab- 
itancy) two things must concur: 
First, residence; second the inteation 
to remain there.’’—Logan vs. Ryan, 
30 Gratt. (Va.) 718. 

In a strict legal sense 
the domicile of a person is where he 
has his true, fixed, permanent home 
and principal establishment.’’—Mc- 
Kowen vs. McCull, 15 La. Ann. 637; 
Leach vs. Piilsbury, 15 N. II. 137; 
State vs. Daniels, 44 Indiana 383; 
Henrietta va. Oxford, 2 Ohio st. 32; 
Brewer vs. Linneaus, 35 Me. 428; 
Harvard College vs. Me. 5 Pick, 370; 
Littlefield vs. Brooks, 50 Me. 475. 

„An inhabitant of one State does 
not acquire a domicile in another by 
going there to seek office, with the 
intention of only remaining there in 
case he should be successful.’’—Ross 
vs. Ross, 100 Mass., 575. 

It is well settled that the act of 
residence does not alone constitute 
the domicile or inhabitancy of a party, 
but it is the fact of residence coupled 
with the intention of remaining perm- 
anently, which constitutes it’’—Smith 
vs. The People, 44 III., R. 23. 

In the case of John Bailey, elected 
to Congress from Massachusetts, it 
was decided by an overwhelming vote 
that an “inhabitant means a bona 
fide member of the State, subject to 
all the requirements of its laws, and 
entitled to all the privileges and ad- 
advantages they confer.“ 

In the case of Piqqott this principle 
was unanimously affirmed. 

„The legal residence of a person 
with reference to his right of sufferage 
and dligibility to office, is that place 
where his habitation (that is h. use or 
mansion) is fixed and permanent, and 
to which, whenever he is absent, he 
has the intention of returning.’’— 
Laws Nev. 1889, p. 61 Sec. 1. 

Ia man have a family residing 
in one place and he has business in 
another, the former must be considered 
hia place of residence, unless his fam- 
ily be located there for temporary 
purposes.’’—Laws Nevada 1889, p. 61, 
Sec. 6. 

Above every thing good faith is re- 
quiréd. The residence must be actual 
and it must be the only home. There 
must be no shamming or pretending, 
but an actaal living within the State, 
performing the duties of and exercis- 
ing thé privileges of citizenship. 
There must be a complete identifica- 
tion with the social, political and 
business interests of the State. It is 
not sufficient to own a house in Vir 
ginia or Gold Hill and live in it at 
such intervals as a constrained induce- 
ment and the social and business en- 
gagements exacted by another com- 
munity will permit. Such acts do not 
constitute inhabitancy in any sense, 
and are but transparent pretences, 
and when put forward to support in- 
habitancy are an insult to those they 
are intended to deceive. 

The qualification of “ inhabitancy”’ 
was undoubtedly adopted to preserve 
the quality of the States and prevent 
the great States from destroying the 
emall ones, and was dictated by the 
wisest and strongest statesmanship. 
The object was to restrict the ascen- 
dancy of the populous States in the 
| Senate and make it impossible for an 
inhabitant of one State, no matter how 
rich and powerful or what the in- 
finence supporting him, to become a 
Senator for a State in which he did 
not live. But the strongest reason 
for requiring a Senator to be an in- 
habitaut lies deeper than State pride, 
State equality or local independence. 
It is in the fact that the habits, pur- 
suits and industries of the people are 
diverse and conflicting. Each section 
is striving to foster its paramount in- 
dustry, each industry to prosper at the 
expense of the rest. 

New England thrives by manufact- 
uring cloths and priots; Pennsylvania 
by producing iron and steel. It is the 
interest of each section to make its 
products dear. 

Nevada consumes the articles which 
New England and Pennsylvania pro- 
— it is her interest to buy

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discriminative freights. Hemmed in 
by mountains, remote from the sea 
without navigable rivers, removed 
from the centers of population, pro- 
ducing nothing for market except bull- 
ion of sitver and gold, Nevada is pro- 
foundly interested in reducing ſreights 
by rail, and preventing the discrimi- 
nations which compel ber people to 
pay more for their supplies and pur- 
chase them in California. These and 
the like suggestions make it clear that 
a State should not be represented by 
one whose interests may be adverse to 
the prosperity of its people. 

A State should not only be repre- 


sented by one who possesses an inti- 
mate knowledge of its needs, resources 
and pursuits, but one who, in addi- 
tion, has a personal and immediate 
interest in its rights and privileges as 
a State, and in its dignity and honor 
as a sovereign aud equal member of 
the Union. No man who has his 
home, business and social relations in 
another State can have that interest. 
On the contrary, he is tempted by his 
interests and pressed by his surround- 
ings to sacrifice the good of the com- 
munity he represents for the good of 
the community of which he is in truth 
a part, and with whose prosperity he 
is identified. 

Sometbing besides ability is needed 
to make a good Senator. In addition 
to ability, a resolute purpose to main- 
tain the honor of the State and pro- 
mote the happiness of the people is 
required.

A NOBLE HORSE. 
Death of Norfolk, Theodore Win- 
ters’ Thoroughbred Sire. 

The gallant Norfolk is no more. 
His race has been run, and the old 
horse has been laid to rest under the 
god at the Rancho del Rio, near Sac- 
ramento, where he had spent many 
years since his retirement from the 
turf. He was the greatest of his day 
—the king of the turi—bnt, like all 
champions, he had to give way to the 
younger and sturdier of his race. 

A week ago the old horse was 
stricken with paralysis in the region 


of the loins, and lingered until Tues- 
day. The history and achievements 
of Norfolk have been so often pub- 
lished in the last twenty years that 
they are familiar to turfmen in all 
parts of the country. He was bought 
by Theodore Winters in Kentucky 
early in the sixties, the price paid 
being $15,001—the odd dollar having 
been demanded by his owner because 
he had resolved not to sell him unless 
he received a higher price ($15,000) 
than had up to that time been paid 
in this country for a racer. 

Norfolk’s performances in his two 
and three-year-old form bad inspired 
Mr. Winters with a desire to own him, 
and he determined to have him if 
money would buy him. Norfolk’s 
first performance of note on this coast 
was his race with Lodj,owned by Na- 
than Coombs of Napa, which he won, 
His three miles in 5:27, in 1865, 
when four years old, was the best on 
record when it was made, but in 1884 
Drake Carter ran the distance in 5:24 
at Sheepshead Bay. 

Norfolk was one of the most noted 
thoroughbred sires the country has 
known, his colts having won both 
fame and riches in the best company. 
Emperor of Norfolk was the best 
three-year-old in 1888, and El Rio 
Rey had no peer among the two-year- | 
olds the following year. Alta, 
Prince of Norfolk, Mollie McCarty, 
Bonanza and many others of the get 
of Norfolk were noted winners in their 
days. 

The old horse lived the full term of 
years allotted to his species, and died 
tull of equine honors.
